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REPORT  FOR  1911. 


Gentlemen, 

By  way  of  introduction  to  my  Twenty- first  Annual  Report, 
I quote  the  opening  paragraph  of  the  Memorandum  issued  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  : — 

“ Much  importance  attaches  to  Annual  Reports  of  Medical 
“ Officers  of  Health,  which,  when  carefully  and  systematic- 
“ ally  prepared,  not  only  form  a record  of  local  conditions, 
“ but  also  supply  an  index  ot  public  health  work  accom- 
plished during  the  year  under  report,  and  of  work  still 
“ needing  to  be  done.” 

The  following  headings  are  as  laid  down  in  the  above  Memo- 
randum : — 

A.  Naturae  and  Sociae  Conditions  of  the  District. 

(1)  Physical  features  a?id  general  character  of  the  District.  These 
remain  the  same-moderate  elevation,  50  to  over  500  feet  above 
sea  level  (Highbridge  and  Parnolt  Wood  respectively)  ; undulat- 
ing, with  a large  proportion  of  woodland.  Character — Mainly 
agricultural.  Soil — Chalk  in  parts,  cla}q  or  sand  and  gravel  over 
clay  in  others. 

(2) .  The  social  conditions,  including  the  chief  occupations  of  the 
inhabitants.  There  is  only  a small  proportion  of  extreme  poverty. 
The  principal  occupations  are  the  ordinary  ones  of  a rural  dis- 
trict, with  the  addition  of  various  kinds  of  work  in  the  London 
and  South-Western  Railway  Works  at  Eastleigh.  There  are 
none  specially  injurious  to  health. 

The  Ratio  of  Paupers  per  1000  of  population  during  the  year 
ending  Lady-Day,  1911,  was  7-9  indoor,  and  9'3  outdoor— total 
17 ’2.  Average  for  Hampshire  during  same  period,  7*0  indoor, 
and  15*7  outdoor — total  22*7.*

Hospital  treatment  has  been  largely  availed  of  in  the  past,  and 
will  continue  in  demand  for  cases  requiring  important  surgical 
operations,  but  the  necessity  of  obtaining  a doctor’s  signature 
before  applying  for  treatment  at  Winchester  Hospital  will  stop 
some  ordinary  cases  of  illness  attending  there — for  which  it  was 
never  intended. 

I have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  information  as  to  occupations 
and  overcrowding  in  connection  with  the  recent  Census  returns. 

B.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply — In  Hursley,  out  of  216  houses,  about  140,  and 
in  Farley  Chamberlayne,  out  of  27  houses,  24  have  a private  water 
supply,  from  the  Hursley  Estate  (in  both  cases).  This  supply  is 
practically  constant,  has  proved  sufficient,  and  is  a great  boon  to 
the  district  supplied ; it  is,  I believe,  wholesome.  The  hamlet  of 
Pitt  (part  of  Hursleyjhas  a deep  well  in  the  chalk,  and  an  analysis 
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of  this  was  satisfactory.  The  South  Hants  Water  Company  supply 
28  houses  in  North  Baddesley  out  of  65  ; 300  out  of  370  in  Chandlers 
Ford;  and  171  out  of  234  in  Otterbourne  and  Allbrook.  The 
supply  is  constant,  sufficient,  and  wholesome.  The  rest  of  Hur- 
sley,  Baddesley,  Chandler’s  Ford,  Otterbourne,  and  Allbrook, 
and  the  whole  of  Ampfield  are  supplied  by  wells,  many  shallow 
and  dry-steined,  and  although  evidence  of  serious  pollution  is 
infrequent,  the  probability  of  more  or  less  contamination  from 
time  to  time  cannot  be  ignored.  I hope  to  see  Ampfield  with  a 
purer  and  better  supply  than  is  procurable  from  the  present  wells. 

No.  of  houses  to  which  water  has  been  laid  on  during  the 
year  : — 36  (21  in  lieu  of  shallow  wells.) 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  same  conditions  as  mentioned  in  my  last  year’s  Report 
still  exist: — Some  night  soil  at  Chandler’s  Ford  and  slop-water  at 
Allbrook  run  into  streams. 

In  addition,  the  waste-water  discharged  from  the  Snowball 
Laundiy,  Chandler’s  Ford,  which  finds  its  way  into  the  stream 
running  through  the  village,  has  the  composition  of  untreated 
sewage.  Owing  to  the  persistent  complaints  of  the  serious 
nuisance  caused  by  this  waste-water  undergoing  putrefaction  in 
an  open  ditch  running  by  the  side  of  Park  Road,  proceedings 
were  taken  by  the  Council  against  the  Proprietor.  At  the 
instance  of  the  County  Medical  Officer — whose  intervention  I 
obtained — analyses  were  made  by  the  County  Anatyst  of  samples 
of  the  effluent  taken  at  different  points  on  two  separate  occasions, 
and  shewed  its  composition  resembling  that  of  ordinarj^  sewage 
— so  far  as  the  presence  of  free  and  combined  Ammonia  is 
concerned.  Strangely  enough,  when  the  case  went  into  Court, 
the  County  Analyst  was  retained  as  expert  witness  by  the 
defendant,  and  there  then  appeared  to  be  a discrepancy  between 
his  evidence  in  Court  and  his  signed  Analyses.  In  the  result,  an 
Order  was  made  to  abate  the  Nuisance  within  twelve  months, 
each  side  to  pay  their  own  costs. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Most  new  houses  erected  have  drains  for  removing  the  waste 
water  and  soil  (in  some  cases),  and  these  are  in  nearly  every 
instance  connected  with  a Cesspit.  These  are  inspected  and 
tested  by  the  Inspector  in  the  case  of  new  buildings,  and  in  all 
cases  where  attention  is  drawn  to  the  existence  of  any  defect. 

As  a rule,  sufficient  attention  is  not  given  by  the  owners  and 
occupiers  to  keep  house  drahis  properly  flushed,  and  unless 
adequate  means  of  inspection  (by  easily  accessible  inspection 
chambers)  are  provided,  it  is  difficult  for  them  to  do  so. 

There  is  no  organised  system  of  Sewerage  in  the  District, 
although  the  drainage  of  Winchester  Terrace,  Chandlersford, 
discharges  into  what  may  technically  be  held  to  be  a sewer. 
During  the  year  a Local  Government  Board  inspector  visited 
Chandlersford  at  the  request  of  the  Council,  and,  in  consequence 
of  his  P^eport,  the  Local  Government  Board  urged  the  Council 
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to  consult  a competent  engineer  with  a view  to  a proper  schema 
of  Sewerage  being  formulated.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  has 
been  done,  and  the  scheme  is  under  consideration. 

Some  improvement  on  the  present  method  of  dealing  with  the 
contents  of  Cesspits  is  very  desirable. 

Experience  has  shown  that  if  the  liquid  contents  be  pumped 
regularly  (preferably  daily  on  to  some  absorbent,  such  as  dry 
earth,  chalk,  or  even  fine  ashes)  this  can  be  used  to  manure  the 
garden,  and  no  Nuisance  need  arise,  provided  pumping  is  done 
frequently  enough,  and  at  proper  hours,  and  the  garden  is  kept 
under  cultivation  with  quickly  growing  vegetables. 

In  many  instances  however,  no  such  precautions  are  observed, 
and  pumping  is  done  infrequently  and  at  irregular  hours  with 
consequent  annoyance  to  the  neighbours,  the  liquid  being  allowed 
to  run  over  the  surface  of  the  ground,  no  absorbent  being  used. 

As  a rule,  the  contents  of  drains  are  dealt  with  on  the  land  ; in 
some  instances,  over-flows  from  Cesspits  are  carried  into  the 
nearest  ditch  or  water  course  (to  get  rid  of  the  liquid,  and  avoid 
the  trouble  of  pumping)  ;inafewinstances  more  than  one  Cesspool 
is  constructed,  the  second  one  not  being  water-tight,  but  this  is 
a violation  of  the  Bye-Eaws,  and  should  not  be  permitted. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

I believe  that  practically  every  dwelling-house  in  the  District 
has  one  or  more  closets  of  its  own.  In  Chandlerford,  Water 
Closets  are  more  numerous  in  property  of  the  Cottage  class, 
although  many  of  these  have  been  converted  to  privies  with 
movable  receptacles.  In  the  older  parts  of  the  District  most  of 
the  cottages  have  privies — some  with  the  old  fashioned  vault  or 
pit,  but  in  all  cases  where  these  are  met  with,  steps  are  taken  to 
get  a movable  or  small  fixed  receptacle  above  ground  substituted. 
Although,  when  neglected,  pails  give  rise  to  Nuisance,  this  is 
easily  remedied,  and  for  scattered  cottages,  privies  with  a mov- 
able or  small  fixed  receptacle  above  ground  are  most  convenient. 
The  contents  should  be  dug  into  the  garden  or  allotment,  and  if 
this  is  constantly  cultivated,  there  should  be  no  trouble  or 
Nuisance.

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SCAVENGING. 

There  is  no  public  Scavenging  in  the  District,  and  house  refuse 
is  dealt  with  in  the  same  way  as  the  contents  of  pail-closets,  that 
is  on  the  garden  or  allotment.  I have  before  referred  to  the 
objectionable  custom  of  digging  a hole  into  which  vegetable  and 
other  scraps  are  thrown,  along  with  cinders  and  other  refuse ; 
this  fills  with  water  every  time  rain  falls  and  gives  rise  to  most 
offensive  decomposition  It  is  only  necessary  to  deposit  scraps 
of  vegetables,  &c  , on  the  surface  of  a piece  of  ground  circum- 
scribed by  a piece  of  galvanized  netting,  supported  by  one  or 
more  upright  rods ; earth  can  be  thrown  on  this  as  often  as 
necessary  to  prevent  objectionable  smell  until  the  whole  is  dug 
into  the  ground. 

There  are  few  Ashpits  constructed  as  required  by  the  Bye-Taws 
many  of  the  cottages  being  without  regularly  constructed  Ashpits’ 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OP  DISTRICT. 

In  Table  V.  will  be  found  a Summary  of  the  Inspections  carried 
out,  mainly  by  the  Inspector.  It  also  shows  what  has  been 
accomplished. 

I may  here  mention  that  three  new  Cowsheds  were  constructed 
during  the  year,  and  improvements  (new  floors  and  improved 
drainage)  effected  in  two  other  instances.  One  new  Slaughter- 
house erected  in  place  of  one  of  the  old  ones. 

The  drainage  of  a row  of  nine  cottages  at  Chandler’s  Ford  was 
reconstructed. 

In  the  case  of  new  buildings  a double  course  of  slates  laid  in 
cement  is  now  required  (for  the  damp  course)  ; chambers  con- 
structed at  the  junctions  of  drains  ; a better  form  of  intercepting 
trap  (with  raking  arm)  is  used ; and  proper  means  of  access  to 
both  drains  and  cesspits  insisted  on. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE  CONTRODDED  BY 

bye-daws  OR  REGUDATIONS. 

There  are  no  common  lodging-houses,  but  there  are  some 
houses  let  in  lodgings,  and  it  seems  desirable  that  there  should 
be  Bye-laws  as  to  these. 

There  are  no  cellar  dwellings . 

The  only  offensive  trade  known  to  me  is  that  of  bone-boiling , 
which  is  carried  on  by  a butcher  from  time  to  time  in  connection 
with  his  business.  No  complaint  has  been  made  during  the  year 
(there  have  been  in  some  former  years)  and  when  visited  no 
cause  of  Nuisance  was  found. 

New  Bye-lawsin  connection  with  the  erection  of  New  buildings, 
Bye-laws  as  to  the  drainage  of  existing  Buildings,  and  new  Dairy 
and  Cowsheds  Regulations  have  been  drawn  up;  and  subject  to 
certain  formalities  have  been  approved  by  the  Focal  Government 
Board. 

The  following  new  Buildmgs  were  erected  during  the  year, 
viz.  : Houses — 11  (four  in  Hursley,  three  in  Chandler’s  Ford,  and 
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four  in  Farley);  other  buildings— 3 (Mission  Hall  at  Allbrook, 
School  at  Farley,  Cowshed  at  Allbrook). 

Schools. — All  the  public  Elementary  Schools  have  been  visited. 
The  Water  Supply  is  as  last  year.  With  the  exception  of  Amp- 
field,  all  have  been  visited  particularly  in  connection  with  cases 
of  Infectious  disease,  classes  of  the  children  examined,  and  infected 
or  suspicious  cases  excluded. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  is  also  School  Medical  Officer,  and 
the  Medical  Inspection  of  school  children  is  advantageously 
carried  out  by  several  whole-time  Assistants  acting  under  his 
supervision 

Milk  Supply. — The  milk  produced  in  this  district  is  believed  to 
be  wholesome.  No  case  of  disease  has  been  traced  to  the  Milk 
Supply  during  the  year. 

Many  of  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  inspected  by  my- 
self and  the  Inspector.  In  five  instances  these  were  found  not 
to  comply  with  the  Regulations,  and  were  reported  to  the  Council, 
and  the  owners  written  to.  The  defects  consisted  of  (1)  Water 
Supply  not  satisfactory  (South  Hants  Water  Company’s  supply 
has  been  laid  on) ; (2)  want  of  proper  light  and  ventilation, 
want  of  cleanliness,  lime-washing  required,  want  of  proper 
drainage ; (3)  the  same,  and  ceiling  made  of  bavins,  covered  with 
cobwebs ; (4)  untrapped  gulleys  in  floor  of  sheds.  These  are 
being  put  right. 

Three  new  Cowsheds  have  been  constructed,  and  improvements 
(new  floors  and  drainage)  effected  in  two  others. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  38  cowkeepers  (with  a total 
of  662  cows),  and  five  milk  sellers  or  purveyors  of  milk  on  the 
Register. 

New  Regulations  have  now  been  approved  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  and,  it  is  hoped,  these  will  enable  us  to  obtain  further 
improvements. 

Nine  Cowsheds  were  visited  during  milking,  and  although  the 
milkers  are  said  to  wash  their  hands,  greater  care  is  needed  in 
grooming  the  cows  before  milking,  and  attending  to  the  milkers’ 
hands  and  clothing,  to  prevent  contamination  of  the  milk. 

I have  recommended  that  a Warning  Notice  be  sent  to  all 
Cowkeepers  and  Dairymen  in  the  District  calling  their  attention 
to  the  provisions  of  section  9 of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk- 
shops  Orders  relating  to  hifectious  disease  in  persons  taking  part 
in  the  conduct  of  the  trade. 

No  action  has  been  taken  as  to  Tuberculous  Milk , and  there  has 
been  no  case  of  suspicion. 

Other  Foods. — There  has  been  no  complaint  of  unsound  food , 
and  no  inspection  of  food ; there  has  been  no  special  inspection 
as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  premises  where  foods  are  prepared, 
stored,  or  exposed  for  sale  (the  only  places  to  which  this  would 
apply  are  the  butchers’  and  grocers’  shops). 

Condition  of  Bakehouses  —These  have  been  inspected  ; they  are 
lime-waslied  twice  a year  ; no  nuisance  has  arisen  under  this 
head.  In  two  instances  they  were  not  quite  clean  at  the  time  of 
inspection,  but  this  was  soon  remedied. 
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Meat  inspection. — Nothing  has  been  done,  nor  has  there  been 
any  complaint  as  to  disease  in  meat. 

Slaughter  houses. — There  are  two  Private  Slaughter  houses,  one 
of  the  old  ones  having  been  replaced  by  a new  one ; these  have 
been  inspected,  the  Nuisance  mentioned  in  my  last  report 
having  been  abated. 

No  action  has  been  required  under  Section  117,  Public  Health 
Act,  1875.  No  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  have  been  condemned 
for  Tuberculosis. 

Sale  of  Food  a?id  Drugs  Acts. — Nothing  is  done  locally;  there 
are  Inspectors  appointed  by  and  acting  under  the  County 
Council.

General  Character  of  Defects.— Drinking  water  from  dry-steined 
shallow  wells ; damp  walls  ; repairs  needed ; papering  and  lime- 
washing needed  : and  defective  privies. 

Fifty-three  dwellings  were  carefully  and  minutely  inspected 
(the  number  chiefly  depending  on  the  time  the  Inspector  could 
spare),  and  the  details  of  each  filed. 

I personally  visited  all  the  premises,  and  compared  their 
condition  with  the  Details,  and  reported  the  results  to  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  Council.  It  was  only  found  necessary  to  serve 
two  Closing  Orders,  and  these  have  been  acted  on,  in  one  case 
the  Agent  of  the  Owner  obtained  an  Ejectment  Order,  and 
enforced  it ; in  the  other  the  occupants  left;  and  in  the  case  of 
the  third  adjoining  dwelling,  the  tenant  left  as  it  was  understood 
it  would  be  closed.  This  accounts  for  the  three  dwellings 
reported  by  me  as  unfit  for  habitation  in  December,  1910.  No 
step  has  been  taken  for  their  demolition  as  they  form  part  of  an 
old  malt-house. 

In  38  instances  defects  have  been  remedied  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  Closing  Orders  not  being  required. 

In  the  remaining  15  instances,  the  defects  have  yet  to  be 
remedied. 

Generally  speaking,  the  housing  accommodation  in  the  District  is 
sufficient,  although  in  some  of  the  Villages  there  is  a deficiency  ; 
Overcrowding  does  not  appear  to  be  very  prevalent ; Open  space 
about  houses  is  generally  sufficient ; there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment in  Cleanliness  of  Surroundings  in  many  cases. 
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SUPERVISION  OVER  ERECTION  OF  NEW  HOUSES. 

Amended  Bye-Laws , just  approved  by  tlie  Focal  Government 
Board,  give  adequate  control  over  the  erection  of  new  houses ; 
much  attention  by  the  Inspector  is  needed  to  prevent  breaches  of 
the  Bye-haws.  Secondary  means  of  access  is  now  required  to  be 
provided  in  all  new  Dwellings. 

The  Bye-Laws  as  to  drainage  of  existing  buildhigs  should  prove 
useful,  as  hitherto  there  has  not  been  sufficient  control  in  this 
matter. 

WORKSHOPS,  WORKPLACES,  &C. 

There  are  five  Workshops  and  one  Factory — all  bakehouses; 
these  were  inspected  several  times,  and  in  two  instances,  where 
there  was  want  of  Cleanliness,  this  was  remedied  without  formal 
Notices  being  served ; these  were  the  only  defects  found  during 
the  year. 

There  is  no  Home  Work  so  far  as  is  known. 

C.  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

Work  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  Generally,  alleged  Nuisances 
are  inspected — in  the  first  instance — by  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  and  many  are  remedied  as  the  result  of  representations 
to  the  responsible  person  or  persons,  and  not  specially  reported 
to  the  Council.  When  the  Inspector  considers  it  necessary  or 
desirable,  he  requests  my  intervention,  and  unless  the  matter 
can  be  put  right,  informally,  it  is  reported  to  the  Health  Committee 
at  the  next  meeting.  The  Housing  inspections  are  also  carried 
out — in  the  first  instance — by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  The 
details  are  handed  to  me,  and  verified  by  personal  investigation 
before  being  reported  to  the  Health  Committee. 

Owing  to  the  Inspector  holding  the  office  of  Surveyor  as  well, 
the  duties  of  the  latter  post  at  times  limit  the  work  he  is  able  to 
do  as  Inspector,  but  in  a Small  District  like  this  it  is  more 
economical  to  combine  both  offices,  and  probably  in  the  future, 
when  the  management  of  the  Main  Roads  is  taken  over  by  the 
County  Council,  the  Inspector  will  have  more  time  for  work  in 
connection  with  the  Housing,  &c.,  Regulations. 

More  intimate  co-operation  between  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector  in  Public  Health  work  is  desirable, 
but  it  will  be  necessary  to  relieve  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  much  of  the  Clerical  work  with  which  he  is  at  present 
burdened,  and  in  my  opinion  this  is  much  more  necessary  than 
to  have  a whole-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  which  I have 
heard  advocated. 

I may  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Inspector  for  the 
assistance  he  has  given  me  in  preparing  this  Report,  as  well  as 
during  the  year. 

Hospital  admhiistration  in  relation  to  the  acute  infectious 
diseases  and  to  tuberculosis.  There  being  no  Hospital  for 
infectious  disease  or  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  I have  nothing  to 
report  under  this  head,  except  to  say  that  the  Council’s  Hospital 
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tent  is  available  for  any  case  of  Consumption  that  can  be  treated 
in  the  grounds  of  the  Workhouse,  or  in  any  other  place  where 
proper  care  of  the  Tent  could  be  guaranteed. 

There  are  no  Local  Acts  in  force. 

List  of  general  adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  District : — Infectious 
Diseases  (Prevention)  Act.  1890.  In  1910  the  Council  decided  to 
apply  for  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  to  the  adoption 
of  Parts  III.  and  IV.,  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act, 
1907,  but  I have  not  yet  heard  that  this  has  been  granted. 

At  the  time  of  writing  (February,  1912),  application  is  to  be 
made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  sanction  to  adopt  such 
provisions  of  Part  III.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment) 
Act,  1890,  as  are  applicable  to  a Rural  District. 

No  action  has  been  required  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Prevention)  Act  beyond  the  disinfection  of  rooms,  & c.,  after  the 
occurrence  of  cases  of  dangerous  infectious  disease. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work  during  the  year. — A number 
ol  samples  of  drinking  water  from  dry-steined  shallow  wells  were 
chemically  examined  by  me,  and  in  the  case  of  three  wells 
supplying  six  cottages,  I reported  to  the  Health  Committee  that 
the  water  was  not  satisfactory,  and  that  there  was  a public  water 
supply  close  at  hand  ; no  action  was  taken  on  the  ground  that 
these  were  not  complete  Analyses,  and  on  requesting  authority  to 
have  such  Analyses  made,  the  Committee  declined  to  sanction 
the  expense  (£1  Is.  Od.  per  sample).  Instead,  I was  directed  to 
bring  up  a Report  on  the  Water  Supply  of  Otterbourne,  in  the 
first  instance  (the  village  which  was  being  inspected  under  the 
Housing,  &c.,  Regulations),  and  afterwards  of  the  rest  of  the 
District.  As  my  opinion — after  chemical  examination — is  not 
accepted  by  the  Committee,  and  they  have  declined  to  sanction 
Analyses  by  the  County  Analyst  being  paid  for,  it  is  difficult  to 
see  what  sort  of  Report  I can  usefully  present.  In  the  case  of 
one  of  the  above  wells  supplying  two  cottages,  not  only  was  the 
well  dry-steined  , but  the  drain  from  the  hand  flushed  Closet  (out 
of  doors)  was  within  four  yards  of  the  well  (as  estimated  by  the 
Inspector),  and  had  no  fresh  air  inlet ; the  Cesspit  was  also 
unventilated,  and  not  properly  covered. 

When  the  proposed  County  Laboratory  is  in  working  order,  I 
understand  samples  of  drinking  water  will  be  analysed  for 
District  Conncils  for  a fee  of  10/6.  Unless  I am  given  authority 
to  obtain  these  when  necessary,  it  will  be  useless  for  me — owing 
to  the  above  circumstances — to  report  any  sample  of  drinking 
water  to  the  Council. 

116  Throat  Swabs  were  examined  during  the  year — 33  by  the 
Clinical  Research  Association,  Limited,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Council,  and  83— through  the  courtesy  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer — by  the  University  of  Birmingham. 

Eleven  were  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  four  were  regarded  as 
Diphtheria  “ carriers.”  Nine  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined 
for  Tubercle  bacilli — which  were  found  in  one  instance. 
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D.  Prevaeence  of  and  Controe  over  Acute  Infectious 

Diseases. 

There  were  31  cases  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease-. — Kleven 
of  Diphtheria , sixteen  of  Scarlet  Fever , and  four  of  Erysipelas.  In 
1910  there  were  64  notifications— considerably  over  the  average. 

Diphtheria. — The  11  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  all  at  Chandler’s 
Ford,  in  seven  families ; there  were  also  four  cases  regarded  as 
Diphtheria  “carriers.”  All  were  confirmed  bacteriological^. 

Two  of  the  cases  in  one  family  occurred  in  January,  and  were 
probably  connected  with  the  outbreak  of  1910. 

The  next  case  occurred  in  a baby  of  eight  months  in  August? 
and  about  this  time  there  were  some  “carrier”  cases,  i.e., 
Children,  who,  although  not  showing  the  ordinary  clinical  signs 
of  Diphtheria,  yet,  on  bacteriological  examination,  were  found  to 
have  Diphtheria  bacilli  in  their  noses  or  throats.  One  of  these 
children— in  spite  of  the  danger  of  infection  which  I pointed 
out — was  taken  away  from  the  District  by  its  mother  for  a time, 
without  leave. 

The  next  case  of  Diphtheria  was  discovered  on  October  24th 
in  one  child  of  a family  living  at  Winchester  Terrace,  Chandler’s 
Ford  ; this  child  had  been  ill  for  several  days  before  advice  was 
sought ; in  consequence,  two  others  of  the  family  soon  followed 
suit;  in  the  case  of  the  first  child,  Diphtheria  bacilli  persisted  in 
the  throat  until  the  middle  of  January,  1912.  Towards  the  end 
of  December,  the  baby  of  the  family,  aged  l 8-12ths  years  con- 
tracted Diphtheria,  and,  in  spite  of  Antitoxin,  died  (January  2nd, 
1912).  It  had  been  ill  for  some  days  before  receiving  treatment. 

There  were  two  other  cases  in  November,  and  one  in  December, 
in  different  parts  of  Chandler’s  Ford,  but  no  connection  could  be 
traced  between  these  and  pre-existing  cases.  No  case  of 
Diphtheria  was  considered  free  from  infection  until  two  successive 
negative  swabs  were  obtained.  Objection  to  .swabs  being  taken 
was  met  with  in  several  families,  and  rendered  one's  duties  more 
difficult. 

In  connection  with  the  treatment  of  infectious  cases  an  impression 
arose  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  officially  paid  for 
attending  these,  and  in  consequence  it  has  been  impossible  to 
recover  the  cost  of  attendance  in  a number  of  instances. 

Of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  two  were  at  Allbrook  in  January 
(remains  of  the  outbreak  of  1910),  one  in  Chandler’s  Ford  in  May, 
probably  caught  when  travelling  nine  days  before ; three  in 
Otterbourne  in  two  families  in  July  (these  were  certainly  con- 
nected, the  families  being  related,  and  living  close  together,  and 
communication  was  admitted),  and  one  in  Allbrook  in  July. 

There  were  eight  cases  in  five  families  at  Hursley  between 
October  11th  and  20th  ; the  first  two  of  these- — a mother  and 
daughter — were  taken  ill  about  the  eame  time,  but  the  source  of 
infection  could  not  be  discovered. 

There  being  no  means  of  Isolation  available,  a trained  Nurse 
was  procured  by  private  generosity,  and  proved  most  useful  in 
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looking  after  the  patients,  and  endeavouring  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection. 

All  recovered.  One  case  at  Otterbourne  in  a dairyman  gave 
rise  to  a great  deal  of  alarm,  and  very  serious  allegations  were 
made  against  the  members  of  the  family  as  to  their  neglect  of 
proper  precautions ; the  e they  denied,  with  one  exception,  and 
for  this  proceedings  could  have  been  taken  if  reliable  evidence 
had  been  forthcoming. 

Fumigation  by  Formaldehyde  was  carried  out  in  the  room  of 
each  patient  who  had  had  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever. 

I paid  frequent  visits  to  the  Schools  during  the  occurrence  of 
these  cases,  visited  the  homes  of  absentees,  and  inspected  the 
latter  when  necessary.  Swabs  were  taken  where  there  was  the 
slightest  ground  for  suspecting  Diphtheria,  but  no  systematic 
swabbing  of  Schools  or  classes  was  carried  out.  partly  because  of 
the  expense,  and  also  because  there  was  at  no  time  anything 
approaching  an  extensive  outbreak.  The  problem  of  the  control 
of  Diphtheria  “ carriers  ” in  a small  district  like  this,  where  there 
is  considerable  opposition  to  modern  Public  Health  Measures,  is 
one  of  great  importance.  Where  a child  in  a cottage  is  obviously 
ill  with  Diphtheria,  something  can  be  done  in  the  way  of 
securing  isolation  or  at  least  separation,  but  where  the  presence 
of  the  infection  is  unaccompanied  by  obvious  signs  of  illness,  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  obtain  any  kind  of  isolation. 

Four  cases  of  Erysipelas , one  at  Allbrook,  one  in  Hursley,  and 
two  in  Chandler’s  Ford,  occurred  during  the  year. 

It  is  to  me  a matter  of  great  regret  that  I have  not  been 
able  to  convince  the  Council  that  some  provision  for  the  isolation 
of  dangerous  infectious  cases  is  absolutely  necessary  if  we  are  to 
be  protected  from  such  occurrences  as  are  alleged  to  have  taken 
place  at  Otterbourne  recently  in  connection  with  the  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  occurring  in  a Dairyman  in  that  village,  and  also, 
from  the  successive  occurrence  of,  for  example,  four  cases  of 
Diphtheria  in  one  family,  the  total  duration  of  their  illness  being 
three  months,  and  the  work  of  the  other  members  of  the  family 
being  interfered  with  for  a great  part  of  that  time. 

Of  Non-7iotifiable  Infections  Diseases , cases  of  Measles  were 
prevalent  in  Baddesley  at  the  end  of  January  and  beginning  of 
February,  in  consequence  of  which  the  Chilworth  and  Baddesley 
Schools  were  closed  from  February  6th  to  March  3rd. 

Numerous  cases  of  Mumps  in  Chandlersford  in  June  and  July 
led  to  the  closing  of  the  Infants’  School  from  July  24th  to  August 
4th  inclusive.  The  first  case  I saw  had  been  brought  from 
Fastleigh. 

Some  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  at  Allbrook  in  October; 
the  School  was  not  closed,  the  cases  being  mild,  and  in  some 
instances  doubtful.  By  December,  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
had  reached  Otterbourne  Village,  but  it  was  not  found  necessary 
to  close  the  Schools. 

School  teachers  are  instructed  to  inform  the  School  Medical 
Officer  and  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  when  suspected  cases 
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of  Infectious  Disease  (Notifiable  or  Noil-notifiable)  occur,  and 
such  intimations  are  always  made  the  subject  of  investigation  in 
this  District. 

E.  Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Tuberculosis. 

Five  cases  of  Pulmonary  Consumption  were  voluntarily  notified 
during  the  year— all  being  in  my  own  practice.  One  of  these 
had  previously  been  notified  from  the  Ventnor  Hospital  for 
Consumption,  where  she  had  been  sent  by  a generous  Subscriber. 
Two  cases  died  during  the  year  (one  not  having  been  previously 
notified)  and  in  each  case  the  room  was  fumigated.  In  each  case 
advice  has  been  given  as  to  the  benefits  of  an  open-air  life,  a 
separate  sleeping-room  enjoined,  and  disinfection  and  destruction 
of  the  expectoration  urged  ; as  well  as  gereral  directions  given. 
In  none  of  the  five  cases  was  any  other  case  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  in  the  family  discovered,  although  inquiries  were 
made  as  to  the  state  of  health  of  the  others. 

Two  cases  on  the  Hursley  estate  have  been  provided  with 
shelters  by  the  generosity  of  Sir  George  and  Uady  Cooper,  enabling 
the  patients  to  live  practically  out  of  doors. 

There  is  no  Sa?iatorium  or  Hospital  accommodatio?i  for  cases  of 
Tuberculosis,  except  as  the  result  of  private  charity,  two  or  three 
early  cases  being  sent  to  Sanatoria  (Ventnor  or  Bournemouth) 
each  year. 

Under  the  General  Order  of  the  Uocal  Government  Board,  15th 
November,  1911,  . . . “ A Council,  on  the  advice  of  their  Medical 
“ Officer  of  Health,  may  supply  all  such  Medical  or  other 
“ assistance,  and  all  such  facilities  and  articles  as  may  reasonably 
“ be  required  for  the  detection  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and 
“ for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection,  and  for  removing  con- 
“ ditions  favourable  to  infection  . . .” 

F.  Investigation  of  other  diseases. 

During  the  hot  weather  of  the  Summer  and  Autuin,  Diarrhoea 
was  unusually  prevalent,  especially  among  infants  ; there  were  two 
deaths,  at  the  age  of 5 months  and  6 weeks  respectively,  in  August, 
in  Allbrook  ; and  one,  aged  5 months,  in  September,  in 
Chandlersford. 

In  addition,  an  inmate  of  the  County  Asylum  (from  this 
District)  died  from  Colitis  (included  under  Diarrhoea). 

Hursley — and  one  other — are  the  only  two  Districts  in  the 
Administrative  County  which  have  not  added  Poliomyelitis  to  the 
list  of  notifiable  diseases,  although  urged  to  do  so  by  the  County 
Council.  I hope  this  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  an  indication  of  the 
opposition  of  these  two  districts  to  Sanitary  progress. 

G.  Means  for  Preventing  Mortality  in  Child-birth 

and  Infancy. 

The  inspection  op  midwives  practising  in  the  District  is  carried 
out  by  the  Hampshire  Nursing  Association,  by  arrangement  with 
the  County  Council— the  local  supervising  authority. 
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The  District  Council  declined  to  adopt  the  Notification  of  Births 
Act,  1907,  although  urged  by  the  County  Council. 

With  the  exception  of  the  three  fatal  cases  of  Diarrhoea,  and 
two  of  Marasmus,  there  is  little  to  note  in  the  causes  of  Infantile 
Mortality  during  the  year.  The  Infantile  Death-rate  of  80- 80  per 
1000  births,  is  in  the  circumstances,  moderate. 

The  uncertified  infantile  death  isaccounted  for  by  the  departure 
of  the  doctor  who  had  been  in  attendance,  otherwise  it  would 
have  been  certified. 

H.  Vitai*  Statistics  of  thf  District. 

From  the  Tables  I. — IV.,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Population  has 
increased  from  3680  in  1901  to  4393  in  1911,  an  increase  of  713  or 
19  37  per  cent,  (rather  less  than  in  the  previous  ten  years — from 
2952  in  1891  to  3680  in  1901).  Hursley  has  increased  from  801  to  940, 
Baddesley  from  245  to  280,  Chatidlersford  from  1085  to  1641, 
Farley  from  98  to  11 4,  while  Auipfield  shows  a decrease  from  426  to 
406,  and  Otterbourne  from  1025  to  1012. 

The  total  Deaths  registered  in  the  District  numbered  forty, 
giving  a Death-rate  of  9 10,  but  two  deaths  of  non-residents  have 
to  be  deducted,  and  six  deaths  which  occurred  in  other  districts 
have  to  be  added,  making  the  total  7iett  deaths  fourty-four,  and 
nett  death-rate  10  01 ; this  is  lower  than  for  any  year  since  1905, 
when  it  was  8 94.  Of  those  who  died,  twenty-one  were  over 
sixty-five  years  old  (their  united  ages  being  1555  years,  or  an 
average  of  74  04).  Of  the  nett  Deaths,  nine  belonged  to  Hursley, 
one  to  Ampfield,  two  to  Baddesley,  nineteen  to  Chandlersford, 
thirteen  to  Otterbourne,  and  none  to  Farley. 

Of  the  six  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  Hursley  Union  Work- 
house,  one  was  transferred  to  another  District  by  the  Registrar 
General  ; the  remaining  five  have  been  reckoned  under  the 
parishes  to  which  they  belonged. 

The  principal  Causes  of  Death  will  be  found  in  Table  III.  One 
death  is  attributed  to  Influenza  resulting  in  Broncho  Pneumonia. 
The  only  other  notable  Cause  of  Death  was  Diarrhoea,  of  which 
there  were  four  cases,  referred  to  above. 

An  Inquest  was  held  in  one  case  of  Accidental  Burning.  There 
were  three  Uiicertifed  Deaths , two  of  old  persons  who  died 
suddenly  without  medical  attendance,  and  one  of  an  infant,  the 
doctor  who  attended  it  having  left  the  District. 

The  Zymotic  Death-Rate  is  0*91.  (Fast  year  I gave  the  Zymotic 
Death-Rate  as  nil,  but  this  did  not  include  four  deaths  due  to 
Knteritis  which  is  now  classified  under  Diarrhoea). 

There  were  95  Births  registered  as  having  occurred  within  the 
District,  and  to  these  the  Registrar  General  has  added  four 
occurring  outside  the  District,  so  that  the  Nett  Births  number  99, 
49  males  and  50  females. 

The  Nett  Birth-Rate  is  22-53  (less  than  in  any  year  since  1901 
except  1908,  when  it  was  19-88). 

Of  the  Births  registered  in  the  District  20  belonged  to  Hursley, 
five  to  Ampfield,  two  to  Baddesley,  45  to  Chandler’s  Ford,  21  to 
Otterbourne,  and  two  to  Farley.

II.  Improvements  during  the  year.  Improved  Water  Supply

there. 

III.  Improvements  needed.  Provision  of  Isolation  Hospital- 
accommodation  for  infectious  cases  ; Improved  Water  Supply  in 
lieu  of  shallow  wells  ; action  against  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  and 
Tuberculous  Milk  ; Bye-Laws  as  to  houses  let  in  lodgings. 

In  addition,  I recommend  the  Council  to  instruct  me  to  bring 
up  my  own  Reports  at  their  meetings.  At  present  it  is  left  to 
the  Clerk  to  introduce  my  Reports,  and  it  would  be  an  improve- 
ment if  I could  personally  present  all  my  Reports  to  the  Council 
in  the  same  way  as  I do  to  the  Health  Committee.  In  this  way  a 
good  deal  of  misunderstanding  would  be  prevented.
